TWO PRECINCTS PLANNED 





Incumbents Oppose New Aspir- | 
ants for Administrative 
Duties 





With less than a week before the 
bi-annual city election, and with 
no special issues at stake, voters 
in Upland will go to the polls Mon- 
day to elect three city council- 
men, out of the six candidates. 


The candidates are: | 

For regular four-year term: P. 
H. McQuillen and Frank C. Buff- 
ington, incumbents, and Godfrey 
Andreas and Guy Clark. 

¥or short term of two years: 
Elmer Mathers, incumbent, and 
jarl: EK. Marsh. 

Names of Owen E. Atwood, for 
city treasurer, and Ernest C. Mehl, 
for city clerk, will also appear on 
the ballots, but as they have no 
opposition, they are assured of re- 
election. 

Only Mr. Mathews and Mr. 
Marsh are new to election prac- 
tices. All others in the race have 
been candidates in previous elec- 
tions. Mr. Mathews was appointed 
to succeed William Atchley, who 
resigned. While not being in a 
city election previously, Mr. Marsh 
has served the American Legion 
post as commander and has been 
active in various projects. 

Mr. Buffington, along with 
Arthur H. Jonnson, is recognized 
as a standby on the council group, 
having served for many years. 
This is Mr. McQuillen’s first con- 
test’ at the polls since his election 
four years ago. 

Mr. Clark and Mr. Andreas are 
known here for their interest in 
civic affairs. Apparently, there is 
no alignment among the aspirants, 
each offering his name for the 
position. 

Few cities have had a more har- 
monious city administration than 
has Upland and due to this appar- 
‘ent peace among the officials, there 
are at present no special issues, 
other than the candidates them- 
selves, up for decision. Balicting 
is expected to be heavy, however, 
as the result of the contest.

| When a few houses formed the 
Upland residential district, when 
a half dozen buildings were group- 
ed together as the business center, 
when pepper trees lined Second 
avenue, and when bog, lowlands 
bordered the community, Tom M. 
Nichols came to Upland as Santa 
Fe agent. 

That was 27 years ago today. A 
young man then. with 10 years of 
Santa Fe experience in Santa Ana, 
Mr. Nichols was transferred to 
the thriving little citrus settlement 
of Upland.

In Washington's time people drank more whiskey, rum or 
wine than water; largely because water supplies were lacking. 
But Washington deplored the result, and one of his letters 
epeaks of liquor as ‘‘the source of all evil and the ruin of half 
the workmen in the country.”’ 


Washington was an abstemious man in the day of universal 


drinking. [lis views on the liquor question were well known 
and are clear. Ile believed firmly that onee the drink hahit 
had a man in its grip, the only remedy and the only safety was 
to take a solemn pledge to abstain from intoxicating drinks 
of every kind So well known was Washinegton’s idea of 


pledge signing that in Baltimore, Md., in 1840, six men, realiz- 





mg they were drinking too much. signed a pledge in a_ bar 
room, and called themselves ** Washingtonians.’ The move- 
ment spread until half million men signed this Washington 
pledge

ountry is more total abstainers. However, we are not one of 
those who believe there is more drinking now than before the 
prohibition law went into effect. Another thing in favor of 
prohibition is the faet that most of those who drink hooteh
